Ust  Church,  It  was  announced 
tonight  by  H.  E.  Bowering.  city 
fire  warden. 

Mi.  Bowering  said  that  from  re- 
ports submitted  to  his  office  by  of- 
ficial* of  the  fire  department,  he 
had  come  to  the  conclusion  that 
the  fire  wan  of  accidental  origin,  and 
he  did  not  propose  to  take  further 
action. 

Damage  to  the  church,  although 
confined  chiefly  to  the  main  build- 
ings, will  amount  to  more  than 
$126,000.  it  is  estimated.  The  entire 
plant  was  valued  at  $200,000.  and 
was  covered  by  $100,000  insurance. 
The  tower  and  bells  were  undam- 
aged, but  the  westerly  part  of  the 
Sunday  school  hall  on  Burrard 
Street,  was  badly  scorched. 

REBUILDING  PLANS 

Plans  for  rebuilding  the  church  | 
will  be  started  at  once,  it  was  stated. 

Flames  shot  high  from  the  blaz- 
ing Interior  and  roof  of  the  church, 
sending  burning  embers  over  sur- 
rounding residences.  A  drizzle  of 
rain  which  had  dampened  roofs 
minimized  the  danger  of  the  fire 
spreading  in  this  way.  while  fire- 
men managed  to  keep  the  blaze  from 
jumping  to  adjoining  wooden  houses. 

The  fire,  which  was  discovered 
about  7  o'clock,  apparently  broke 
out  behind  the  organ.  When  dis- 
covered by  the  janitor,  flames  were 
already  shooting  out  of  the  roof, 
and  they  spread  with  uncontrollable 
rapidity  through  the  wooden  inte- 
rior of  the  structure.  The  church 
was  built  in  1910. 

FIREMAN  BADLY  BURNED 

One  fireman.  W.  E.  Curtis,  was 
badly  burned  about  the  hands  when 
the  blase  was  at  Its  height.  He  wa 
removed  to  hospital  where  he  will 
remain  for  several  days.

The  Australian,  Canadian,  New 
Zealand  and  South  African  col- 
ums,  standing  at  the  corners  of  a 
great  raised  court  In  front  of  the 
main  legislative  building,  were 
each  presented  to  the  people  of 
India  ay  a  ^ok^xihan  of  the  Do- 
minions concerned.  General  Sir 
Arthur  Currie  presented  the  Cana- 
dian column  on  behalf  of  the  Do- 
minion 

"Let  this  pillar,  brought  from  a 
distant  place  incorporated  into  the 
building,  sharing  In  all  its  Interest, 
witnessing  all  its  functions,  remind 
you  that  Canada,  though  far  from 
you,  in  the  geographical  sense,  Is 
sharing  in  your  hopes  and  Is  ani- 
mated by  your  spirit,"  said  Sir  Ar- 
thur.

Any  effort  aimed  at  defeating  the 
scourge  of  tuberculosis  was  worthy 
of  praise,  said  Dr.  H.  E.  Young,  who 
congratulated  the  provincial  and 
civic  authorities,  as  wcil  as  such 
service  organizations  as  the  Kiwanls 
Club  and  the  Florence  Nightingale 
Chapter  on  the  part  which  they 
were  taking  In  the  fight.  The 
greatest  minds  of  science  and  medi- 
cine were  trying  to  find  the  solu- 
tion, but  in  the  meantime  all  who 
were  meeting  the  conditions  as  they 
existed  and  doing  something  toward 
finding  the  facilities  for  the  treat- 
ment of  patients  were  achieving  a 
great  humanitarian  work.

Mr.  Justice  M.  A.  Macdon- 
ald  Addresses  Burns  Club 
on  "Scottish  History" 

or  his  ad 
dresses.  Highlights  of  Scottish 
Hi.stus  given  oeloie  the  members 
of  the  Burns  Club.  laj>l  evening,  at 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce  audi- 
torium. Mr  Justice  M  A  Macdonald 
wa.s  pi  evented  with  an  honorary 
life  membership  m  the  Burns  Club, 
John  Hosie.  the  president,  confer- 
ring the  honor  upon  the  Judge  amid 
applaust  of  the  large  gathering  of 
members  and  Interested  friends. 

Judge  Macdonald  again  proved 
himself  an  eloquent  speaker,  treat- 
uiK  ills  subjeu  in  a  most  entertain- 
ing Hiid  lutei  eating  manner  and 
great  appreciation  was  expressed  by 
all  who  heard  htm.  Canada  could 
icaru  many  lessons  from  the  tradi- 
tion of  .scotlands  past,  and  shape 
her  future  along  the  ideals  of  what 
lies  behind.  The  material  success 
of  this  country  was  assured,  he 
pointed  out,  but  the  national  char- 
acter was  as  yet  in  the  mould,  and 
"we  should  see  to  it  that  Justice  Is 
wioiiKh!  ui'o  the  very  fibre  of  the 
country,  that  a  great  aristocracy  Is 
built  up  of  brains  and  character, 
and  that  we  may  be  able  to  meet 
the  trials  of  prosperity  with  courage 
and  honesty." 

Much  might  be  learned  by  Canada 
from  the  characteristics  of  Scot- 
land, he  continued,  for  there  was  a 
strong  similarity  between  the  two. 
Both  had  a  natural  heritage  of 
beauty.  Education  should  be  given 
a  high  place  In  this  newer  land  as 
in  the  old,  for  Scotland  had  ever 
had  a  "passion  for  learning."  If 
the  people  were  to  retain  that  "pas- 
sion for  learning,*'  they  should 
make  a  plea  for  strong  men  to  up- 
hold the  morale  of  the  country 
against  inHuences  from  other  races 
less  favored.  "It  Is  not  so  much  a 
large  population  we  need,  but  a  good 
one,"  Judge  Macdonald  said,  amid 
applause,  and  continuing,  "if  the 
control  Is  to  be  for  the  few,  let  It 
be  for  the  benefit  of  all." 

A  true  spirit  of  patriotism  was 
another  lesson  to  be  gleaned  from 
the  pages  of  Scottish  history,  but 
this  patriotism  should  not  develop 
Into  a  vainglorious,  purse-proud 
spirit  which  would  be  a  detriment 
to  the  country.  It  should  be  rather 
the  patriotism  which  "warms  the 
life-blood  of  a  nation,  Inculcating  a 
high  sense  of  duty,  a  patriotism 
wholly  national  In  character."  He 
warned  against  the  petty  sectional 
patriotism  which  would  never  re- 
sult in  a  really  national  spirit. 

"Canada  must  find  a  voice,"  he 
continued.  "While  Canadian  poetry 
Is  already  developing  along  lines 
which  should  eventually  prove  a 
dominant  note  in  that  voice,  the 
great  Interpretation  of  nature  with 
an  appreciation  of  its  spiritual  depth 
Is  something  In  which  Canadian 
poets  of  today  arc  already  finding 
expression." 

It  was  by  means  of  such  groups 
as  the  club  which  he  was  addressing 
that  the  ideals  and  traditions  of  the 
Old  Land  might  be  kept  before  the 
eyes  of  the  men  and  women  of  this 
new  country,  the  speaker  concluded. 

During  the  evening  the  club  voted 
the  sum  of  $100  towards  a  fund  to 
be  raised  for  the  purchase  of  the 
Field  of  Bannockbum  as  an  historic 
monument.

"People  are  coming  from  the  vari- 
ous countries  of  the  world  to  that 
exhibition  for  the  purpose  of  seeing 
what  the  Dominion  has  to  offer  In 
all  kinds  of  lines,''  says  Mr.  Mooney. 
"People  are  coming  to  look  at  Can- 
ada In  a  business  way  as  well  as  for 
farming  opportunities." 

Judging  from  his  conversations 
with  representative  people  In  the 
thirty-one  countries  which  he  has 
visited,  all  of  these  countries  will  be 
represented  at  the  gathering  In  Re- 
glna at  the  exhibition  which  extends 
from  July  25  untU  August  6,  1932. 
SEEK  NEW  FIELDS 

"Struck  by  the  high  taxation  in 
the  countries  of  Europe.  '  said  Mr 
Mooney,  "men  with  money  are  look- 
ing for  new  locations.  Business  men 
are  going  to  take  advantage  of  the 
opportunity  afforded  and  are  coming 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing  trade 
relations  with  Canada." 

He  says  that  Canada's  greatest  in- 
dustry, farming,  Is  going  to  be  placed 
before  the  world  in  one  buUding  at 
that  time.  The  effects  of  the  move- 
ment on  foot  are  benefiting  the 
country  already  In  that  It  Is  edu- 
cating the  boys  and  the  girls  of  the

NOTABLE  BUILDING 

It  is  in  connection  with  that  ex- 
hibition that  Mr.  Mooney  Is  now  in 
British  Columbia.  The  preparations 
for  the  event  are  well  in  hand.  The 
whole  exhibition  will  be  housed  in 
one  large  building  which  is  to  be  an 
attractive  one.  This  structure  will 
be  648  feet  by  120  feet,  with  two 
additions  of  120  feet  In  length  each. 
The  building  will  be  of  permanent 
character  under  provision  made  for 
It  by  the  province  of  Saskatchewan, 
the  city  of  Reglna  and  the  Dominion 
Government. 

The  decoration  of  the  outside  of 
the  building  will  be  unique,  Mr. 
Mooney  says.  It  has  been  placed  In 
the  hands  of  J.  O.  Turcott.  of  the 
Department  of  Trade  and  com- 
merce, who  is  a  graduate  In  archi- 
tecture of  the  Paris  Academy.  His 
work  at  the  Antwerp  Exhibition 
called  for  the  personal  praise  of  both 
the  King  and  Queen. 

Mr.  Turcott  is  arranging  for  the 
decoration  of  the  outside  of  the 
building  at  the  main  entrance,  which 
will  stand  over  twenty-five  feet  in 
height  and  which  will  be  embellished 
on  a  plan  worked  out  in  grains  In 
the  .>traw  and  by  the  use  of  seeds. 
OUTSIDE  PREPARATION 

The  United  States  is  setting  aside 
$50,000  for  preparing  Its  exhibit  at 
the  time.  In  Vienna.  Mr.  Mooney 
saw  500  samples  of  barley  prepared 
for  exhibition  purposes,  which  indi- 
cated to  him  that  these  European 
countries  had  a  very  high  standard 
to  which  they  attained. 

There  wUl  In  the  prize  list  be  nine- 
teen sections  divided  into  ftftv-six 
classes  and  representing  1.701  prizes. 
The  highest  prize  wUl  be  s2.500  In 
cash.  There  will  be  fifty  prizes  In 
that  class,  the  lowest  of  whtcli  will 
be  $50.  There  wiU  be  493  prizes  of 
$100  in  value  or  over. 

It  Is  pointed  out  by  Mr.  Mooney 
that  British  Columbia  car.  compete 
In  more  varieties  than  any  other 
province  of  the  Dominion,  due  to  the 
variety  of  climate  met  with  here. 

There  will  be  opportunities 
afforded  to  make  exhibits  In  various 
lines  other  than  In  seeds.  This  will 
Include  industrial  and  manufactur- 
ing lines.  Every  faculty  will  be  pro- 
vided for  the  placing  of  these  on 
view. 

Mr  Mooney  will  visit  points  up 
the  Island  In  company  with  C.  Tlce. 
provincial  agronomist,  who  Is  taking 
a  very  deep  interest  In  seeing  that 
British  Columbia  Is  well  represented 
at  the  exhibition.

M  STRUCK  BY 
CAR  SUCCUMBS 

Henry  Hoy,  Accident  Victim, 
Was  Pioneer  Resident  of 
Royal  City 

NEW  WESTMINSTER,  Feb.  10 
(CP). — Struck  by  a  car  on  Columbia 
Street,  Saturday  night.  Henry  Hoy. 
eighty-five,  died  at  6:10  p.m..  Mon- 
day. In  the  Royal  Columbian  Hos- 
pital. 

The  alleged  driver  of  the  car. 
Klaas  Dick.  Vancouver,  was  arrested 
on  a  charge  of  manslaughter. 

Mr.  Hoy  was  mayor  of  this  city  in 
1894.  the  year  of  the  big  Eraser  River 
flood.  He  was  one  of  the  oldest 
members  of  the  Masonic  order,  and 
after  the  great  fire  in  1898  here  he 
was  given  the  contract  to  build  the 
Masonic  Temple. 

Born  on  March  2,  1845.  in  the 
parish  of  Largo,  Flfeshlre,  Scotland. 
Mr.  Hoy  was  apprenticed  as  a  car- 
penter and  came  to  Canada  In  1869 
Following  four  years  In  Toronto  and 
a  year  in  Chicago,  he  went  to  Win- 
nipeg in  1874.  Two  years  later  he 
came  to  New  Westminster  and  had 
resided  here  ever  since.  He  was  the 
contractor  of  the  first  British  Co- 
lumbia penitentiary  building  here.

GIICS  Til  JAIL 

Former  Secretary  of  Clara 
Bow  Must  Serve  Term  of 
Eighteen  Months 

LOS  ANGELES.  Feb.  10  (AP>.- 
A  five-year  term  of  probation, 
eighteen  months  of  which  must  be 
spent  in  the  county  Jail,  was  granted 
to  Daisy  De  Boe  today  by  Superior 
Judge  William  Doran  at  the  close 
of  her  trial  for  the  theft  of  $82f 
from  Clara  Bow. 

The  decision  of  the  court,  which 
saved  her  from  a  possible  term  of 
one  to  ten  years  in  prison,  was 
preceded  by  a  stern  reprimand 
Judge  Doran  told  her  she  was  not 
only  an  "embezzler,"  but  had  com- 
mitted a  serious  breach  of  trust. 

As  secretary  to  the  film  actress, 
he  told  her  that  she  had  held  "a 
good  position  at  a  substantial  salary 
and  had  been  entrusted  with  funds." 
SYSTEMATIC  RAIDS 

"You  conducted  systematic  raids 
on  these  funds  for  some  length  of 
time,  and  the  Jury  was  quite  gen- 
erous in  the  verdict,  finding  you 
guilty  of  only  one  count." 

Miss  De  Boe  was  originally 
charged  In  thirty-seven  counts  or 
Krand  theft  with  stealing  more  than 
$16,000  over  a  period  of  a  year  and 
a  half.  "The  evidence  was  suffi- 
cient." the  court  continued,  "to  sup- 
port a  conviction  on  all  counts." 

Miss  De  Boe  stood  rigidly  near 
the  bench  with  her  attorney,  WU- 
lam  Belrne,  and  showed  no  emo- 
tion.

Indians  Warn  People  of  Or  ilia  Fol- 
Removal  of 
Skeleton 


ORILLIA.  Ont..  Feb.  10  tCPl  — 
"There  will  be  horror  In  Orlllia. 
You  will  see."  These  are  the  omi- 
nous words  of  Indians  on  the  Rama 
Reserve,  near  here,  following  the 
removal  of  an  ancient  skeleton,  the 
Indians  claim,  was  that  of  a  roman- 
tically-burled Indian  girl,  and  It* 
discovery  was  followed  by  a  further 
find  of  a  male  skeleton  within  a  few 
feet  of  the  first. 

"She  was  a  maiden  who  lost  her 
lover  In  war,"  the  Indians  say.  "She 
died  a  maiden  and  she  was  burled 
away  from  her  people,  alone  on  a 
hill,  so  that  he  lover  might  come  to 
her.  Maybe  he  did  come.  We  do 
not  know.  But  through  the  long 
years  she  lay  there,  a  Peeping  Tom 
has  been  watching.  That  alone 
would  make  the  Manitou  mad.  Now 
white  men  break  up  her  bones,  dis- 
turb her  grave.  There  will  be  hor- 
ror in  Orillla.   You  will  see."

The  only  per- 
sona disfranchised  are  those  living 
on  unearned  incomes,  religious  serv- 
ants and  officials  of  the  Czarist 
police. 

The  voting  here  is  protracted  over 
a  period  of  several  months  Even 
in  the  individual  cities  weeks  are 
spent  before  all  the  deputies  of  the 
Soviet  are  elected.  Th's  is  due  to 
the  fact  that  the  elections  are  based 
on  production  rather  than  terri- 
torial principles.  Deputies  to  the 
Soviet  are  elected  by  the  workers 
and  office  employees  where  they 
work,  in  the  factories  and  institu- 
tions, each  of  whom  appoints  its 
own  polling  day  within  a  specified 
time.  Scientists,  artists,  authors  and 
such  groups  also  elect  their  repre- 
sentatives. 

Another  feature  of  the  elections 
is  that  housewives  also  have  their 
own  deputies  in  the  Soviet. 

NAVAL  MATY 
ROW  IS  OVER 

Compromise  Settles  Lively 
Battle  in  Japanese  Diet 
Over  London  Pact

TOKIO.  Feb.  10,-After  days  or 
riotous  scenes  in  the  Lower  House 
of  the  Diet,  a  compromise  has  been 
reached  between  Minister  of  Home 
Affairs  Kenzo  Adachl,  representing 
the  Government  or  Mlnsei-To 
Party,  and  Kl  Inukal.  President  of 
the  Selyu-Kal  Party,  that  Baron 
Kljuro  Shidehara  will  retract  in  its 
entirety  his  statement  on  the  Lon- 
don Naval  Treaty  which  has  been 
the  cause  of  the  Impasse. 

RETRACTS  TEFERENCE 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  Baron  Shide- 
hara has  already  explained  and  re- 
tracted any  reference  to  the  throne 
in  the  Upper  House  by  saying  that 
the  Government  has  assumed  full 
responsibility,  that  his  remarks 
have  been  misinterpreted  and  that 
the  statement  that  the  throne  had 
ratified  the  treaty  did  not  Imply 
that  the  Cabinet  had  passed  the  re- 
sponsibility to  the  throne. 

For  days  Baron  Shidehara  has 
been  attempting  to  make  the  same 
statement  in  the  Lower  House,  but 
the  Opposition  Party  by  force  has 
prevented  this. 

CONDEMN  BOTH  PARTIES 

The  venacular  press,  while  ad- 
mitting that  the  slip  made  by  Baron 
Shidehara  was  unfortunate,  has 
been  united  in  condemning  both 
parties,  especially  the  Opposition, 
for  the  discreditable  tactics  and  ri- 
otous scenes  in  the  Diet,  the  result 
of  which  was  the  realization  by  both 
parties  that  they  were  injuring  the 
cause  of  parliamentary  government 
and  discrediting  themselves  as  rep- 
resentatives of  the  people.

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OF  AN  AIKHKLD 


In  view  of  developments,  present  and  prospec- 
tive, the  time  is  fully  ripe  for  the  establishment 
of  a  municipal  airfield.  The  Lanadowne  Road 
field,  where  flying  machines  are  now  landing, 
has  been  criticized  as  unsafe.  It  will  con- 
tinue to  be  used  until  such  time  as  more  ade- 
quate and  safer  facilities  are  available,  and  It 
Is  the  duty  of  either  private  enterprise  or  of  the 
municipality  to  provide  these.  What  la  wanted  Is 
ample  space  within  easy  reach  of  the  centre  of 
the  city  where  airpanes  approaching  and  taking 
off  will  run  no  risks,  where  visibility  Is  good 
under  all  conditions,  or,  In  other  words,  where 
fog  is  not  prevalent,  and  with  area  sufficiently 
level  to  enable  suitable  runways  to  be  made  with 
the  minimum  of  expense. 

The  City  Council  we  believe  is  giving  a  good 
deal  of  attention  to  this  matter  of  providing  an 
airfield.  It  could  well  afford  to  hasten  Its  de- 
liberations. There  Is  an  application  before  the 
Council  at  present  for  the  use  of  the  Lansdowne 
Rdad  field  by  the  British  Columbia  Airways.  It 
Is  only  a  question  of  a  few  years  before  the  trans- 
continental air  mail  service  of  the  Dominion 
Government  will  be  an  accomplished  fact.  If 
Victoria  has  no  adequate  airfield  by  that  time 
then  the  terminus  of  the  transcontinental  mall 
service  will  go  to  Vancouver,  whereas  it  rightly 
will  belong  to  this  city.  These  are  considerations 
which  should  spur  the  City  Council  to  more  de- 
termined action.  The  people  realize  that  Victoria 
Is  not  catering  sufficiently  to  the  development  of 
aviation.  We  believe  that  they  will  be  prepared 
to  support  expenditure  on  a  well  considered  plan 
for  an  airfield.  The  City  Council  Is  now  discuss- 
ing the  purchase  of  the  necessary  land  and  the 
provision  of  adequate  facilities.  It  should  have 
the  by-law  ready  for  submission  to  the  people 
during  the  coming  Spring.  In  such  a  matter 
Victoria  cannot  afford  to  stand  still. 


INDEPENDENTS'  MARKETING  PLAN 


The  attitude  of  the  independent  fruit  and 
vegetable  growers  of  the  province  Is  In  line  with 
the  recommendations  of  Mr.  Sanford  Evans' 
report.  They  are  "absolutely  opposed  to  central- 
ization by  legislation."  They  believe  that  such 
centralization  means  nothing  more  or  less  than 
a  form  of  provincial  Socialism.  The  independ- 
ents have  outlined  their  policy,  based  on  "free- 
dom of  action  within  the  general  laws  of  the 
land,"  as  follows: 

(a)  The  individual  retains  the  right  to  con- 
tract, bargain  and  sell  his  product. 

<b)  The  grower's  Interest  to  be  protected  by 
the  Insertion  in  all  contracts  of  certain  uniform 
for  example— (1)  In  the  event  of  a 
?er  forfeiting  his  licence,  the  grower,  subject 
to  the  full  discharge  of  his  Indebtedness,  If  any, 
with  the  packing  house,  may  cancel  his  contract. 
(2)  The  weighing  of  all  fruit  on  delivery  at  the 
packing  house  and  welgh-sllp  handed  to  the 
grower  or  his  agent;  also  the  weight  of  all  culls 
to  be  given  as  and  when  required  by  the  grower. 

Among  suggestions  made  by  the  Independents 
are  that  the  Provincial  Government  should 
establish  a  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Information, 
with  one  office  in  the  Okanagan  to  deal  with 
tree  fruits,  soft  fruits  and  vegetables.  It  is 
recommended  that  the  Bureau  should  cover  all 
branches  of  agricultural  production.  Another 
recommendation  is  that  all  fruit  and  vegetable 
shippers  should  be  licensed  by  the  Government. 
The  Idea  of  the  Bureau  proposed  Is  that  It  should 
act  as  a  central  office  for  compiling  all  Infor- 
mation affecting  markets  as  a  whole;  crop  esti- 
mates, marketing  Information  both  domestic  and 
foreign,  with  information  disseminated  dally 
about  the  number  of  cars  sold,  the  date  of  sale, 
the  variety,  grade.*  price,  sizes,  terms  and  basis 
of  sale.  To  Insure  that  such  Information  is  avail- 
able the  suggestion  Is  that  all  Ucencecs  should 
be  required  to  supply  the  Bureau  dally  with  the 
Information.  The  Bureau,  if  the  independents, 
n  ishes  are  met,  would  have  the  power  to  audit 
the  information  given  by  shippers.  It  would  also 
Issue  shippers'  bulletins  and  growers'  bulletins 
The  Independents  do  not  object  to  co-optra- 
tlon.  but  it  must  be  of  a  character  which  the 
word  implies— not  compulsory.  They  suggest  a 
growers'  association  and  a  shippers'  association. 
The  former  would  be  designed  to  safeguard  and 
protect  the  growers'  interests  and  to  work  in 
close  co-operation  with  the  shippers'  association. 
The  latter  would  be  for  the  purpose  of  regulating 
marketing  practice  by  Imposing  on  Its  members, 
through  mutual  agreement,  certain  rules  and 
regulations.  There  are  many  other  recommen- 
dations made  in  the  independent  growers'  mar- 
keting plan.  The  principle  of  it,  however.  Is  on 
the  basis  of  Mr.  Sanford  Evans'  recommenda- 
tions. The  plan  was  evolved  by  committees  of 
the  independent  growers  and  the  Independent 
shippers,  and.  after  the  Sanford  Evans'  report 
was  published,  the  proposals  were  co-ordinated 
so  as  to  dovetail  with  his  recommendations.

Doubtless  inspired  by  the  stories  of  credulity 
which  have  marked  comparatively  recent  history 
of  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange,  Dr.  Kmault 
Peletrie.  a  French  scientist,  has  reached  America 
for  the  purpose  of  raising  $2,000,000  This  sum 
Is  to  be  expended  to  carry  out  experiments  de 
signed  to  construct  a  rocket-plane  for  a  Journey 
to  the  moon  at  a  speed  of  5,000  miles  an  hour, 
which,  It  Is  claimed  would  bring  the  traveler 
there  In  a  space  of  forty-eight  hours.  A  com- 
mentator on  the  French  scientist's  appeal  to  the 
credulity  of  mankind,  and  the  figures  he  offers 
to  support  his  claim,  believes  he  is  very  much 
out  In  his  reckoning.  He  says  the  earth  is  trav- 
eling at  the  rate  of  approximately  nineteen  miles 
a  second  round  the  sun,  accompanied  by  the 
moon.  "Consequently,"  he  says,  "at  the  end  of 
the  stipulated  forty-eight  hours  the  moon  would 
have  moved  to  the  extent  of  54,000  miles,  and  so 
the  rocket-plane  would  miss  its  mark  by  that 
distance.  The  moon  to  have  gravitational  force 
must  have  a  rotational  movement  at  high  speed 
to  create  It,  which  the  moon  has  not.  Conse- 
quently anyone  arriving  at  the  moon  would  have 
to  be  equipped  with  suckers  like  those  of  a  lam- 
prey eel  In  order  to  hold  on."  Prospective  In- 
vestors in  Professor  Peletrle's  scheme  would  do 
well  to  weigh  the  possibilities  of  the  proposed 
rocket-plane  ever  leaving  the  earth's  atmos- 
phere.

We  suppose  there  are  revolution- 
ists In  every  country,  not  always 
bloodthirsty  revolutionists  such  as 
they  had  In  France  many  years 
ago.  but  mild  revolutionists  who  be- 
lieve that  it  Is  a  good  thing  occa-4 
slonally  to  stir  things  up  or  to  pull 
things  down.  There  are  some  people 
In  Victoria  who  hold  such  views  on 
local  affairs.  Such  people  do  not 
care  what  a  revolution  may  bring 
about.

sian  people  are  In  a  new  state  of 
that  individual  liberty, 
as  a  principle, 
simply  does  not  prevail  as  a  fact; 
that  the  workers  are  herded  like 
cattle  and  driven  to  work  like  mules 
under  the  lash,  or  like  slaves  at 
the  point-*  of  guns  and  bayonets. 
Like  Danton  and  other  French 
Communists,  the  leaders  of  the 
Russian  Commune  believe  that  if 
Sovletlsm  is  to  be  a  permanent  suc- 
cess it  must  be  made  International. 
Danton  sent  his  agents  to  other 
countries  to  promote  revolutions. 
Lenin  and  his  successors  must  have 
read  the  history  of  the  French  Rev- 
olution, for  they  have  their  agents 
in  all  countries  inciting  the  people 
to  revolution.  Unfortunately,  all 
countries  have  not 
of  the  breadth  of  view  or  the 
city  of  Pitt,  nor  governments  so 
resolute  in  opposition  to  propa- 
ganda as  the  government  of  Pitt. 
In  this  country  Liberal  newspapers 
and  leaders  and  university  profes- 
sors maintain  that  there  must  be 
no  interference  with  freedom  of 
speech.  The  columns  of  those  news- 
papers and  the  air  are  free  to  the 
dissemination  of  revolutionary 
propaganda.  The  natural  conse-

Story  of  Confederation  as  Told  by  The  Colonist, 
Which  Championed  the  Cause  of  Union 

 By  NINA  NAPIER.  M.A  
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Barometer.  30  04;  wind.  NW.  4  milts: 
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Pending   Retirement  of  Governor  Seymour   Arouses  New 
Hopes  of  Solution  of  Difncultie. 

UST  as  the  external  difficulties  in  the  way  of  Confederation 
were  being  smoothed  away,  rumors  were  circulated  of  a 
coming  change  in  the  internal  affairs  of  the  colony.  It  was 
known  that  Governor  Seymour's  term  of  office  expired  in  the 
Spring  of  1870,  hut  it  was  rumored  that  he  had  asked  for  leave 
of  absence  before  that  time,  on  account  of  ill-health,  and  would 
return  to  England  early  in  the  Autumn. 

Knowing  the  Governor  would  retire  shortly,  a  number  of  the 
friends  of  British  Columbia  in  Great  Britain  joined  in  a  move- 
ment to  have  some  man  with  commercial  experience  and  ex- 
tensive knowledge  of  colonial  affairs  appointed  to  the  position, 
at  a  very  moderate  salary  compared  to  that  of  Seymour.  It  was 
proposed  also  to  arm  the  new  representative  of  the  Crown  with 
power  to  reduce  the  official  staff  to  reasonable  dimensions. 

The  news  of  the  proposed  change  in  the  administration  ap- 
parently leaked  out  from  official  circles  in  London.  It  was 
received  gladly  by  those  who  had  found  their  attempts  at  reform 
frustrated  by  the  Government.  Not  that  Seymour  was  blamed 
for  all  the  ills  of  the  colony,  but,  under  his  regime,  nearly  every 
progressive  effort  made  by  the  colonists  had  met  with  failure, 
and  they  had  begun  to  look  upon  the  man  who  should  have  been 
their  leader  as  a  broken  reed.  What  was  needed  was  a  man  at 
the  head  of  the  Government,  who  had  the  ability  to  mark  the 
trend  of  public  opinion,  and  unite  the  various  factions  to  work 
on  some  common  ground  for  the  good  of  the  colony.  Under 
the  constitution  British  Columbia  possessed  at  the  time,  the 
Governor  held  the  only  position  with  power  to  accomplish  this, 
and  Seymour  with  his  easy-going  temperament  had  had  the 
power,  but  not  the  ability. 

The  prospect  of  an  early  termination  of  the  existing  adminis- 
tration was  welcomed  by  none  more  eagerly  than  The  British 
Colonist.  That  newspaper  had  always  impressed  the  fact  that 
relief  must  come  eventually  from  the  Home  Government,  which 
had  long  ago  determined  on-uniting  the  colony  to  Canada.  With 
relief  from  the  prevure  that  the  critical  state  of  affairs  in  the 
colony  involved,  terms  with  the  Dominion  might  be  calmly 
matured,  and  British  Columbia  enabled  to  enter  the  Confederacy 
with  a  mutually  satisfactory  settlement,  riot  one  dictated  either 
by  the  Dominion  or  Great  Britain. 

It  was  early  in  June  that  the  subject  of  Confederation 
revived  on  a  note  of  optimism  that  had  been  conspicuously  absent 
from  any  discussion  of  the  scheme  for  more  than  a  year,  ever 
since,  in  fact,  its  defeat  in  the  Legislature  in  1868.  The  British 
Colonist  reminded  its  readers  that  as  the  first  journal  in  the 
colony  to  chronicle  its  advent,  so  it  had  consistently  supported 
Confederation  as  "our  ultimate  destiny  and  the  solution  of  all 
our  difficulties  "  Nevertheless,  it  would  continue  carefully  to 
avoid  attributing  to  the  consummation  of  the  scheme  any  ex- 
aiserated  or  imaginary  advantages,  believing  that  the  prospects

A  road  was 
cut  around  the  foot  of  Bluff  Hill 
connecting  the  purade  with  the 
breakwater  and  it  wa.s  while  dm 
UiK  bIoiik  this  that  a  boy  and  a  girl 
were  crushed  to  death  by  lulling 
rock  last  Summer.  At  the  extremity 
of  the  parade  runs  out  Cape  Kid- 
nappers, which  also  collapsed  ini  i 
the  sea  with  the  earthquake  H  was 
on  this  point  of  land  that  Captain 
Cook  s  men  are  reputed  to  have  kid- 
napped a  Maori  child  and  taken  It 
off  with  them. 

Napier  was  an  exceptionally  clean 
town.  Although  at  one  time  there 
was  a  large  swamp  there,  this  has 
been  since  reclaimed  by  filling  In 
and  diverting  the  course  of  the 
Tuki-Tukl  *Rlver.  which  now  flows 
through  the  flats  of  Napier  South. 
The  water  problem,  until  recent 
years,  presented  many  difficulties,  as 
the  river  is  apparently  not  good 
drinking  water,  and  the  trouble  at- 
tending the  earthquake  In  this  re- 
spect Is  not  the  first  Napier  has 
known. 

In  the  early  days  everybody  had 
tanks  and  collected  rain  water,  or, 
In  particularly  dry  seasons,  bought 
It  from  water  carriers  who  in  turn 
hauled  It  from  the  five  artesian 
wells  which  have  since  been  utilized, 
by  means  of  a  reservoir  on  the 
crown  of  Bluff  Hill,  to  supply  the 
town. 

It  Is  only  fifty  years  ago,  In  the 
days  when  a  leg  of  mutton  was  a 
shilling,  that  the  Maoirs  held  their 
meetings  on  the  green  of  what  is 
now  ruined  Emerson  Street.  Then 
and  there  were  to  be  seen  the  pic- 
turesque war  dances  attending  their 
celebrations. 

A  FLOURISHING  TOWN 

Hastings,  which  was  also  de- 
stroyed by  the  earthquake.  Is  a 
flourishing  little  town  of  some  flvc 
thousand  inhabitants  lying  on  a 
fertile  plain  twelve  miles  from  Na- 
pier. This  place  has  advanced  more 
rapidly  than  Napier  of  late.  Walroa 
and  Walukarau,  also  destroyed  by 
the  earthquake,  lie  in  opposite 
directions  from  Napier,  the  former 
a  few  hours'  drive  up  the  coast,  and 
the  latter  to  the  southwest  on  the 
railway  line  to  Wellington. 

The  climate  of  the  Hawkes  Bay 
district  Is  unsurpassed,  the  tem- 
perature never  going  above  eighty 
and  seldom  below  forty-flve  through 
Summer  and  Winter.  This  probably 
has  a  good  deal  to  do  with  the  dis- 
trict's success  at  Rugby,  since  nine 
members  of  the  All  Blacks,  which 
toured  the  world  Ave  years  ago. 
were  from  this  part,  Including  the 
redoubtable  Nepla. 

In  such  a  temperate  climate.  It 
is  not  strange  that  there  should  be 
a  wide  range  of  cultivation,  from 
subtropical  growth  to  that  of  the 
colder  climes.  Oranges  and  lemons 
do  well,  ax  do  peaches  and  apricots, 
both  wild  and  cultivated. 

One  prosperous  farmer  In 
Hawke's  Bay.  hoping  to  encourage 
fruit  growing,  planted  sixty  miles 
cf  peach  and  apricot  trees  or  sixty 
rows  each  a  mile  long.  Near  there  at 
a  French  mission  are  made  large 
quantities  of  far-famed  grape  wine. 
The  Australian  blue  gum  grows  to 
a  larger  size  In  New  7> aland  than 
In  the  country  of  its  nativity.  Nuts 
are  plentiful,  Including  the  almond. 
All  the  year  round  the  banks  of 
Napier  are  pink  with  the  Ivy-leaf 
geranium  which,  although  growing 
wild,  has  been  spread  considerably 
by  the  local  beautifying  society.  A 
great  feature  of  Hawkes  are  the 
native  cabbage  trees  and  tree  ferns. 

The  fishing  off  the  North  Island 
is  unexcelled.  Besides  crayfish, 
soles  and  many  other  common 
varieties,  king  fish  are  plentiful. 
The  king  fish  Is  very  large,  being  as 
long  as  five  feet,  and  has  a  white 
meat  of  a  very  delicate  flavor.  This 
coast  Is  also  popular  for  sport  fish- 
ing, that  Is.  for  un edible  fish  such 
etc..  for  the  fight  alone. 
Grey,  the  famous  novelist, 
t  a  few  months  there  some 
years  ago  in  this  type  of  fishing, 
subsequently  writing  a  book  from 
the  material 
Journ. 

A  CATTLE  COUNTRY 
Hawkes  Bay  is  notable  for  the 
export  of  three  commodities, 
namely,  butter,  wool  and  mutton, 
either  canned  or  frosen.  Being 
quite  the  most  fertile  area  in  New 
Zealand  It  makes  wonderful  graz- 
ing land,  with  belts  of  weeping  wil- 
low and  Lorn  bard y  polar,  bare  of 
leaf  for  only  six  weeks  annually, 
to  afford  good  shelter  for  both 
sheep  and  cattle. 

Twice  a  year  wool  sales  are  held 
st  Napier,  which  are  attended  by 
buyers  from  all  over  the  world.  At 
Port  Ahurlrl.  which  lies  Immedi- 
ately north  of  the  breakwater,  are 
situated  the  huge  wool  sheds.  The 
ocean-going  vessels,  too  large  t  > 
enter  the  Napier  harbor,  anchor  off 
the  shore  there,  and  the  wool  is 
conveyed  to  them  by  tenders. 

The  sheep-shearer  Is  a  man  of  no 
little  consequence  in  New  Zealand 
Usually  paid  according  to  Ihe 
sheep  he  shears,  a  good  shearer  will 
do  as  many  as  200  in  a  day  Only 
last  year  one  came  to  this  part  of 
the  world,  and  those  sheepmen  who 
employed  him  were  amazed  at  the 
rapidity  with  which  he  worked, 
notably  at  South  Pender  Island. 

When  the  shearing  is  completed 
and  the  wool  packed  readv  for 
shipment,  a  big  dance  Is  held  In 
the  wool

the  hardware  and  foundry  business 
bearing  his  name  In  Napier  and 
Hastings,  which  was  demolished  by 
the  earthquake,  first  acquired  the 
Donnel'y  property  In  the  rough, 
laying  out  the  grounds  himself  and 
importing  the  plants  for  which  It 
Is  so  noted  from  all  parts  ot  the 
world.  In  1907  he  sold  It  to  Mrs. 
Donnelly,  who  was  before  her  mar- 
riage. Alrinl  Kauranla.  daughter  of 
an  illustrious  Maori  chief,  and  who 
wanted  the  place,  owing  to  It  being 
the  scene  of  the  manv  battles  waged 
by  her  ancestors.  The  property  Is 
made  up  cf  some  fifty  acres  of 
which  fifteen  are  in  gardens.  The 
old  house  was  burned  and  later  re- 
built during  Mrs.  Donnelly's  life. 
The  present  owner  Is  a  daughter. 
Mrs.  Perry. 

At  Ashrldge.  as  the  estate  was 
known  in  my  grandfather's  time, 
were  to  be  found  the  old  pits  used 
by  the  Maoris  In  warfare  and  heaps 
of  cockle  shells  showing  where  they 
had  dined  and  camped  in  a  bygone 
era.  From  time  to  time  geologists 
visited  the  place  with  the  purpose 
of  examining  these  pits.  The  Maoris 
used  them  to  hide  in  aftrr  flrst 
covering  them  with  raupo  (a  kind 
of  flax),  and  when  the  attacking 
force  walked  unsuspectingly  on  to 1 
the  flimsy  roof  of  the  trap  they  Im- 
mediately fell  through,  to  be  slaugh- 
tered by  the  Maoris  waiting  below. 

Near  the  old  Aahrldge.  the  present 
Ashridge  is  on  Bluff  Hill,  where  my 
grandfather  built  later,  are  the 
Hawke's  Bay  golf  links,  which  have 
produced  one  Maori  champion  of 
New  Zealand.  It  may  be  mentioned 
In  passing  that  the  Maoris,  the  least 
decayed  of  native  races,  take  as 
naturally  to  golf  as  to  Rugby,  and 
the  late  Mrs.  Donnelly  herself 
played  a  pretty  strong  game. 
LIABLE  TO  SHOCK 

Shocking  as  was  the  disaster  at- 
tending the  recent  earthquake,  it 
cannot  be  said  to  be  entirely  unex- 
pected An  Italian  scientist  prophe- 
sied three  months  ago  that  there 
would  be  a  severe  earthquake  on 
the  east  coast  of  the  North  Island. 
The  very  nature  of  the  country 
makes  It  liable  to  seismic  disorders 
at  any  time.  Wellington,  at  the 
southern  extremity  of  this  island, 
has  been  subject  to  more  or  less 
severe  tremors  from  tlmr  imme- 
morial.

~  The  only  severe  tremor  Hawke's 
Bay  has  known  prior  to  this  time 
was  in  1902,  when  all  the  chimneys 
in  Napier  and  the  surrounding  dis- 
trict were  knocked  down,  not  brick 
from  brick,  but  solidly  from  the 
base.  During  this  tremor  my  grand- 
father was  driving  from  Aahrldge 
to  Hastings  and  being  asked  on 
his  arrival  at  the  latter  place  If  he 
felt  anything,  replied  that  he  had 
not,  but  that  the  horse  had  unac- 
countably stumbled  once. 

Much  will  doubtless  be  learned 
from  the  earthquake  at  Napier, 
which  will  be  of  aid  In  rebuilding' 
the  town  with  a  view  to  protection 
from  subsequent  occurrences  of  the 
kind.  Since  the  recently-construct-  ' 
ed  million-dollar  postofflce  and 
Caledonian  Hotel,  which  both  with- 
stood the  earthquake,  are  of  rein- 
forced concrete,  this  will  probably 
be  used  extensively  in  future  buUd- 
lng  1 

After  all,  there  seems  to  be  a  law 
of  balance  which  adjusts  all  things 
and  It  Is  not  unnatural  that  a  coun- 
try with  the  manifold  advantages 
of  New  Zealand  should  have  one 
Wrtoug  drawback.  Nature,  like  man- 
kind, is  never  perfect.

While  the  base  shows  considerable  decoration,  the 
most  striking  feature  is  the  carving  of  a  group  of  four  small  animals  known  as  'skumudgeons,,  myth- 
ological sea  otters.    Only  one  other  example  of  this  type  of  tomb  is  known.

Round  Table  Club  Hears  Dis- 
cussion on  Advantages  of 
National  Broadcasting 


The  pros  and  cons  of  broadcasting 
from  a  national  point  of  view  were 
discussed  last  night  at  the  regular 
dinner  meeting  of  the  Round  Table 
Club  by  R.  H.  Lyons  and  A.  Den- 


Thc  discussion  took  the  form  of 
an  Interview,  Mr.  Lyons  asking 
questions  which  were  answered  by 
Mr.  Dennison.  who  pointed  out  the 
advantages  which  would  be  derived 
from  Government  control  of  the 
Canadian  broadcasting  system. 

At  the  present  time,  Mr.  Dennison 
pointed  out,  radio  broadcasting  in 
Canada  was  carried  out  through  the 
medium  of  sixty-two  stations.  The 
existing  equipment  In  Canada  had 
a  total  capacity  of  33,622  watts 
covering  an  area  of  266,000  square 
miles,  as  compared  with  the  679.000- 
watt  capacity  of  American  stations, 
which  were  able  to  cover  the  entire 
settled  area  of  the  United  States. 

Mr.  Dennison  described  reasons 
why  the  dissatisfaction  of  radio 
listeners  of  the  Dominion  with 
Canadian  broadcasting  conditions 
had  resulted  In  the  formation  of  the 
Canadian  Radio  League.  This  body 
had  been  instrumental  In  securing 
the  appointment  of  a  Royal  com- 
mission, headed  by  Sir  John  Aird, 
which  had  Investigated  broadcasting 
conditions  in  Great  Britain,  Ireland, 
Australia,  India,  South  Africa,  Tur- 


key, the  tfnited  States  and  nineteen 
European  countries. 

"I  consider  a  single  national  sys- 
tem desirable."  he  said,  "because  it 
reduces  the  number  of  operating 
stations,  limits  the  number  of  air 
channels  in  use,  and  eliminates  the 
confusion  Inseparable  from  numer- 
ous stations  operating  on  a  narrow 
range  of  wave  length. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  evening 
a  number  of  questions  were  asked 
Mr.  Dennison  by  members  of  the 
club,  while  a  short  but  interesting 
comment  was  presented  by  G.  W. 
Deavllle,  manager  of  CFCT,  who 
said  that  radio  development  haul 
been  held  up  by  the  attitude  of  the 
Government.  There  was  no  reason, 
said  Mr.  Deavllle,  why  Canada 
should  not  have  more  than  six  wave 
lengths,  if  the  Government  would 
buy  more  space  on  the  air.  He  sug- 
gested that,  with  the  taking  of  the 
census,  it  would  be  as  well  to  take 
a  "radio  census"  at  the  same  time, 
which  would  show  the  type  of  pro- 
gramme most  needed  in  each  par- 
ticular district.

Under  W.  C.  Fyfe's  direc- 
tion, and  with  an  excellent  sym- 
phony orchestra  to  supplement  Its 
share  of  the  work,  the  choir  gave 
an  admirable  interpretation  of  the 


first  part  of  the  well-known 
oratorio. 

The  solo  parts  were  carried  well, 
F.  J.  Mitchell's  singing  of  the  parts 
assigned  to  Elijah  being  particu- 
larly pleasing.  Other  soloists  were 
Mrs.  W.  H.  WUson,  soprano;  Miss 
Maijorie  Watson,  soprano;  Miss 
Beth  Simpson,  soprano,  and  Llewel- 
lyn Jones,  tenor,  all  of  whom 
showed  a  highly  intelligent  concep- 
tion of  the  work  as  well  as  fine 
vocal  equipment.

MISSION  TO  LEPERS 
REPORT  ENCOURAGING 

Not  since  the  formation  of  the 
Victoria  Auxiliary  of  the  Mission  to 
Lepers  has  it  been  possible  to  pre- 
sent such  encouraging  reports  as 
were  given  at  the  annual  meeting 
held  on  Monday  afternoon  in  the 
Y.W.C.A.  According  to  the  report 
of  the  treasurer,  MLss  Helen  Hen- 
derson, the  sum  of  $1,958  was  con- 
tributed by  the  friends  In  Victoria. 
In  addition,  large  supplies  in  the 
shape  of  bandages,  clothing,  etc.. 
had  been  sent  direct  to  some  of  the 
Leper  Homes  in  Korea. 

There  are  now  said  to  be  nearly 
three  million  lepers  in  the  world, 
for  whom  little  or  nothing  Is  being 
done  except  by  this  interdenomina- 
tional and  International  organiza- 
tion, known  as  the  Mission  to  Lepers. 
Under  Its  direction  work  Is  carried 
on  In  eighteen  countries,  where  it 
has  forty-eight  asylums  and  thirty 
aided  institutions  caring  for  these 
unfortunate  people.

COLD  STURM 
STOCKS  HEAVY 

Butter.  Cheese  and  Eggs  Up 
— Pork  and  Beef  Show 
Decline 

OTTAWA.  Feb.  10  (CP). — Cold 
storage  holdings  In  Canada,  of  but- 
ter, cheese  and  eggs  were  higher  on 
February  l  than  on  the  same  date 
In  1930,  the  Dominion  Bureau  of 
Statistics  reports.  Butter  holdings 
aggregated  17,011,000  pounds,  com- 
pared with  13.653,000  pounds  last 
year;  cheese  holdings  were  14.575,- 
000  pounds  as  against  10.317,000 
pounds  last  year,  and  storage  figures 
for  eggs  were  3.346.000  in  February, 
1931,  and  2.390.000  In  1930. 

The  holdings  of  pork  dropped 
from  31*87.000  pounds  last  year  to 
20,004.000  this  year.  Similarly,  beef 
holdings  were  reduced  from  20.212,- 
000  In  1930,  to  9.952,000  In  1931. 
Holdings  In  veal,  lamb  and  poultry 
likewise  dropped,  while  fish  holdings 
were  slightly  higher.

Feb.  10  (AP).— The  French 
Government  proposal  to  begin  con- 
struction of  armoured  cruisers  is  re- 
garded in  Italian  official  circles  as  a 
distinct  naval  threat  and  a  disap- 
pointment to  the  hope  that  France 
would  stand  on  the  tenns  of  a  build- 
ing truce  between  Italy  and  herself. 

It  was  said,  still  stands  on 
the  offer  to  continue  the  naval  holi- 
day until  Franco- Italian  differences 
are  adjusted,  but  she  is  ready  to 
carry  out  her  declared  intention  of 
building  ton  for  ton  what  France 
puts  on  the  ways. 

Italy  considers  that  practical  par- 
ity exists  because  the  Italian  fleet 
is  modern  and  roughly  equivalent  In 
fighting  power  to  the  French  Navy, 
which  has  much  old  tonnage.  France 
and  Italy  were  placed  on  parity  on 
battleships  at  the  Washington  Naval 
Conference.

8hould  France  adopt  the  proposed 
plan  for  building  a  series  of  armored 
cruisers  of  about  23,000  tons  each,  it 
is  said  that  Italy  probably  would  re- 


ply with  a  "ton  for  ton,"  "gun  for 
gun"  policy. 

For  the  moment,  however,  the 
considerations  must  await  final  ac- 
tion by  France  and  a  decision  by 
Italian  naval  experts.  It  has  been 
reported  in  Paris  that  the  French 
proposal  will  not  be  introduced  in 
the  Chamber  of  Deputies  for 
days.

It  is  surprising  the  Indifference  that 
parents  show  in  allowing  their  chil- 
dren to  vi6lt  any  kind  of  picture 
We  must  admit  that  the  child  is 
hungry  for  enjoyment  and  self-de- 
velopment and  can  be  so  easily 
helped  toward  high  ideals  by  the 
films,  but  so  often  the  screen  de- 
picts false  values.  Selfish,  bullying 
types  of  men,  or  debauched  women 
are  flashed  in  front  of  the  child, 
as  heroes  to  copy.  Children  at  an 
impressionable  age  are  taught  often 
to  lauRh  at  the  sordid  and  the  vul- 
gar and  to  crave  for  the  sensational. 
Cruelty  and  crime  and  sexual  love 
affairs  are  too  often  made  attrac- 
tive. 

Watch  the  Joyful  excitement  of 
children  seeing  a  young  man 
strangling  an  old  man.  A  child  of 
twelve  called  out  at  a  theatre  the 
other  day,  "Kill  him,  you  fool!"  and 
to  a  suggestion  afterwards  it  was 
a  cruel  thought,  replied,  "Oh,  but  it 
is  so  exciting  I  We  come  every  week." 
A  boy  was  overheard  to  remark  to 
his  companion  on  leaving  a  theatre, 
"When  I  grow  up,  I'm  not  going  to 
work;  I'm  going  to  be  a  crook. 
That's  the  way  to  make  money." 

Many  of  us  do  not  realize  that  the

I  also  believe  there 
are  many  in  the  film  Industry  who 
would  welcome  public  opinion  to 
achieve  better  results,  but  protec- 
tion lies  more  with  the  parents.  If 
a  child  is  to  see  a  picture  let  It  be 
one  of  not  merely  a  recreative  char- 
acter, but  one  that  has  an  educative 
and  uplifting  influence.  If  this  were 
heeded  more,  how  much  crime  and 
sorrow  would  be  avoided! 
Parents,  be  alive  to  these  things!

ANOTHER  BRITISH  RECORD 

Sir— I  forget  who  was  responsible 
for  the  aphorism,  "Civilization  Is 
transportation";  I  came  across  it  a 
long  while  ago,  and  I  remember  it 
struck  me  as  being  very  apt.

"Civilization  depends  on  quick 
transportation,"  and  I  think  mast 
people  will  agree  that  modern  so- 
cial life  is  coming  to  depend  more 
and  more  on  rapidity  of  locomotion;

Man 
has  learnt  to  move  himself  from 
place  to  plaoe  very  quickly;  his  ap- 
petite for  speed  is  insatiable;  the 
faster  he  travels  the  faster  he  wants

It  Is  particularly  gratifying  to

ment of  traveling  faster  than 
man  ever  traveled  before  on 
land,  In  the  air,  and  through 
the  water,  has  been  engineered  by 
Britons  in  British  machines.  Inci- 
dentally, this  gives  the  lie  to  our  de- 
tractors, who  want  to  think  of  us  as 
slow  and  out-of-date,  though  as  his 
is  clearly  only  a  case  of  "the  wish 
being  father  to  the  thought."  we 
need  not  pay  any  serious  attention 
to  it.  But  I  digress;  revenir  a  mou- 
tons. 

Captain  Campbell*  record  last 
week  has  received  world-wide  pub- 
licity: 245  m.p.h.  with  a  motor  car 
Is  spectacular  enough  to  satisfy 
anyone's  love  of  the  sensational  In 
the  realm  of  speed.  But  I  want  to 
draw  attention  to  another  record: 
In  its  way  equally  striking,  and  also 
made  by  a  Briton  In  a  British  ma- 
chine; a  record  needing  quite  as 
much  nerve,  skill  and  disregard  of 
personal  safety  as  Campbell's.  I  re- 
fer to  the  motorcycle  speed  record.

Yet.  while  everyone  has  heard  about 
I'ampbeils  fihn-l  .v»nH>  am.. in- 
knows  about  Wright's;  It  has  not 
had  the  same  amount  of  advertising. 

"Oh !  yes."  I  can  hear  it  said,  "but 
naturally  the  car  record  has  a  more 
universal  appeal.  A  car  is  a  really 
practical  means  of  locomotion'  a 
motorcycle  la  chiefly  a  sporting  toy  " 
Nothing  of  the  sort;  it  is  Just  as 
practical  and  useful  in  its  way  as  a 
car,  though  I  grant  It  is  more  sport- 
ing. It  is  more  of  a  rarity  here,  no 
doubt,  but  in  other  parts  of  the 
world  it  is  as  popular  as  the  car. 
In  Great  Britain  there  are  almost 
ae  many  motorcycles  as  there  are 
tars— 700,000  is.  I  believe,  about  the 
number,  in  Germany  the  motor- 
cycle vastly  outnumbers  the  car,  and 
in  Prance  it  is  the  same.  I  think. 
But  again  I  digress  somewhat. 

Perhaps  some  of  the  technical  de- 
tails of  Wright's  machine  may  be 
of  Interest — in  these  days  things 
mechanical  have  a  wide  appeal.  But 
I  would  first  draw  attention  to  the 
fact  that  the  car  record  can  be  held 
by  a  machine  with  an  engine  of  any 
cubic  capacity  whatever;  there  is  no 
limit  to  the  size  of  the  motor.  But 
a  motorcycle  engine,  to  achieve 
maximum  speed  laurels,  Is  rigidly 
limited  by  the  international  govern- 
ing body  to  a  cubic  capacity  of  six- 
ty-one Inches,  and  it  was  with  a 
motor  of  this  size,  supercharged, 
that  Wright's  performance  was 
done.  That  is  to  say,  he  used  a 
motor  considerably  smaller  than  the 
ordinary  standard  engine  fitted  to 
the  side-car  machines  used  by  the 
police  In  this  district,  and  In  Vic- 
toria, which  are  familiar  to  us  all; 
these  have  engines  of  from  seventy- 
five  to  eighty  cubic  Inches  capacity. 
So  It  is  easy  to  see  that  it  Is  a  tech- 
nical achievement  of  a  very  high 
order  to  produce  from  such  a  small 
motor  the  tremendous  power  re- 
quired to  drive  a  motorcycle  at  l&l 
m.p.h.  Actually,  about  80-90  brake 
,  horsepower  is.  I  believe,  developed, 
quite  75  per  cent  of  which  is  used 
up  in  overcoming  wind-resistance. 
To  lessen  this,  as  much  of  the  ma- 
chine as  possible  was  streamlined, 
and  as  the  rider  is— unlike  a  car 
drlver-r-qulte  out  In  the  open,  meet- 
ing the  full  blast  of  the  air.  Wright 
streamlined  himself  and  his  cloth- 
ing as  far  a.s  he  could.  His  crash 
helmet  was  faired  off  to  the  rear, 
and  he  wore  very  tight,  close-fitting 
garments. 

The  credit  of  holding  the  world's 
motorcycle  speed  record  is  at  pres- 
ent being  fought  for  by  Germany 
and  England.  America  is  not  in  the 
picture  at  all.  any  more  than  she  is 
with  cars.  In  the  early  part  of  last 
iear.  Germany  held  it  with  a  figure 
of  about  134  m  p.h.  Wright  raised 
it  to  137.  Germany  countering  with 
137.66,  and  now  Wright,  by  a  won- 
derful effort,  has  taken  It  to  150.7. 
This  was  the  jnean  of  two  runs  in 
opposite  directions,  one  being  done 
at  152.5,  and  the  other  at  149. 

This  record,  remarkable  as  it  is. 
will  probably  not  stand  long.  An- 
other English  company  is  building 
two  machines  to  attack  It;  one  with 
the  internationally-recognized  sixty- 
one  cubic  inch  motor,  the  same  size 
as  Wright  s,  and  the  other  with  an 
engine  double  this  capacity,  122 
inches.  Theoretically,  any  record 
made  with  this  latter  machine  will 
not  be  recognized,  but  actually  It 
will  be;  It  will  certainly  get  pub- 
licity, anyway,  like  Campbell's  did. 
If  the  machine  is  properly  enclosed 
by  streamlining,  possibly  200  m.p.h. 
will  be  reached.  In  any  case,  some 
fantastic  velocity  should  be  at- 
tained.

A  rumor  of 
Internal  disturbances  In  Russia, 
while  unconfirmed  and  impossible 
to  run  down,  had  some  effect, 
while  the  strong  and  active  stock 
market  had  much  effect  in  crystal- 
ling bullish  sentiment.  The  trade 
apparently  is  coming  to  a  fuller 
realization  as  to  how  cheap  wheat 
prices  really  are.  and  with  this 
realization  there  Is  much  less  sell- 
ing pressure.  Southern  Hemisphere 
wheat  is  of  comparatively  low  qual- 
ity and  is  making  for  a  better  de- 
mand for  Canadian  wheat,  while 
Liverpool  reported  a  broad  demand 
for  nearby  wheat  and  liberal  sales 
of  flour.  Receipts  continue  liberal. 

Corn  was  sluggish  early,  but  ral- 
lied later,  following  the  surprising 
upturn  in  wheat.  The  cash  demand 
was  still  slow. 

Weather  was  generally  fair  and 
cold,  seasonable  for  this  time  of 
the  year  In  regard  to  temperatures. 
With  wheat  showing  more  strength 
and  a  better  demand  In  prospect 
from  now  on.  while  Winter  accumu- 
lations have  been  comparatively 
light,  we  look  for  a  better  trade  in 
corn  and  look  for  eventually  higher 
prices.

—  In- 
creases in  demand  deposits,  current 
loans  outside  Canada  and  reserve 
funds  are  shown  in  the  monthly 
bank  statement  of  the  Finance  De- 
partment. Demand  deposits  for  De- 
cember amounted  to  $641,694,317  as

MONTREAL.  Feb.  10 —The  an- 
nual report  of  the  Sun  Life  Assur- 
ance Company  of  Canada  for  1930 
has  Just  been  released.  Peihaps  the 
most  striking  fact  recorded  is  the 
large  increase  in  assurances  in 
force.  Insurance  companies  of  this 
continent  as  a  whole  show  a  de- 
crease of  5  per  cent  in  new  business, 
but  the  Sun  Life  has  eclipsed  its 
record  of  1929,  and  wrote  over  seven 
hundred  millions  of  new  business  In 
1930.  an  Increase  of  8  per  cent.

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THE  necessity  for  controlling  the  use  of 
among  our  troops  had  been  brought  forcibly  to  my  atten- 
tion through  the  ease  with  which  alcoholic  beverages 
could  be  obtained  The  use  of  light  wmfs  as  a  part  of  tht 
French  ration  was  simply  the  continuance  in  the  army  of  the 
universal  custom  of  the  people  of  having  wine  with  their  meals. 
The  vvmes  and  beei  were  not  so  objectionable,  but  strong 
alcoholic  spirits  were  regarded  by  the  French  themselves  as 
dangerous  and  were  prohibited  for  then  troops,  but  the  ptohi 
bition  was  not  well  enforced  outside  the  zone  of  the  armies.

through  confer- 
ences with  local  authorities  and 
through  agreements  with  the  port 
and  district  officials  were  made 
from  time  to  time,  but  with  little 
result. 

Asked  French  Aid 

I  finally  appealed  to  Prime  Min- 
ister Clemenceau  for  support,  but 
he  would  only  counsel  local  officials, 
as  he  did  not  wish  to  declare  a 
"state  of  siege"  'martial  law).  In 
the  end  It  was  necessary  to  take  the 
matter  in  our  own  hands  and  de- 
clare every  bar  and  restaurant 
where  the  heavy  liquor  was  sold 
aa  "off  limits"  for  our  troops.  Our 
officers  were  directed  to  give  their 
personal  attention  to  the  enforce- 
ment of  this  order. 

My  most  earnest  thought  and  at- 
tention was  given  to  this  subject 
early  in  our  experience  and 
throughout  the  war.  The  habit  of 
drinking  itself  was  not  only  detri- 
mental to  efficiency,  but  it  often 
led  to  other  indlscretlona. 

While  It  is  a  question  whether 
under  ordinary  circumstances  in 
times  of  peace  a  healthy  moral 
sentiment  cannot  be  created  as  a 
safeguard  against  excesses,  yet  dur- 
ing the  wax.  when  men  were  not 
surrounded  by  the  restraining  in- 
fluences of  home  life,  limited  pro- 
hibition was  necessary. 

Even  If  it  had  been  possible  of 
enforcement.  I  should  not  have  la- 
sued  orders  to  our  armies  prohibit- 
ing the  use  of  light  wines  or  beer. 

Our  armies  are  simply  a  cross- 
section  of  the  people  whom  they 
represent  and  their  psychology  Is 
the  same,  and  any  attempt  to  en- 
force such  an  order  would  have  led 
to  difficulties.  Moreover,  co-oper- 
ation by  the  French  to  that  extent 
would  have  been  out  of  the  ques- 
tion. There  was,  in  fact,  compara- 
tively little  drinking  in  our  armies, 
and  what  there  was  decreased  no- 
ticeably after  the  prohibition 
against  strong  drink. 

About  this  time  a  cable  was  re- 
ceived from  Washington  that  some 
publication  at  home  had  made  a 
sweeping  charge  of  both  immorality 
and  drunkenness  against  our  men 
No  such  statement  could  be 
on  fact  or  could  serve  an: 
except  to  cause  unnecessary  anx- 
iety to  parents  and  relatives,  and 
perhaps  satisfy  on  the  part  df  some- 
one an  unworthy  desire  for  sensa- 
tion In  reply,  I  cabled  In  part  as 
follows; 

Warm  Denial 

"There  has  never  been  a  sim- 
ilar body  of  men  to  lead  as  clean 
lives  as  our  American  soldiers  in 
Prance.  They  have  entered  this 
war  with  the  highest  devotion  to 
duty  and  with  no  other  idea  than 
to  perform  these  duties  in  the 
most  efficient  manner  possible. 

"Engaged  In  healthy.  Interest- 
ing exercises  In  the  open  air.  with 
simple  diet,  officers  and  men.  like 
trained  athletes,  are  ready  for 
their  task.  Forbidden  the  use  of 
strong  drink  and  protected  by 
stringent  regulations  against 
other  evils  and  supported  by  their 
own  moral  courage,  their  good  be- 
havior Is  the  subject  of  most  fa- 
vorable comment  especially  by  our 
Allies. 

"American  mothers  may  rest 
assured  that  their  sons  are  a 
credit  to  them  and  the  nation." 
My  diary  notes  the  following: 
"Paris.  Thursday.  January  10. 
1918— Have  appointed  Major 
Robert  Bacon  to  be  colonel  and 
A.D.C.  on  my  staff.  Bishop 
O wynne,  Deputy  Chaplain  Gen- 
eral. British  army,  and  Bishop 
Brent  were  my  guests  at  Chau- 
mont  on  Monday.  Went  over 
aviation  matters  with  Foulols. 
Boiling  and  Dodd. 

"On  Tuesday  Brent  and  I  dis- 
cussed Increase  In  number  of 
chaplains,  which  we  both  favor. 
Left  for  Paris  same  evening. 

"Began  discussion  with  Robert- 
son and  Maclay  yesterday  morn- 
ing about  shipment  of  troops. 
(Oeneral  Sir  William  Robertson 
was  Chief  of  the  British  Imperial 
Oeneral  Staff,  and  Sir  Joseph 
Maclay  was  a  British  expert  on 
shipping.)  Have  organized  I 
Corps  headquarters  under  Major  - 
Oeneral    Liggett,    with  Colonel 


of  our  army  and  nothing  should 
be  left  undone  that  will  help  In 
keeping  it  in  the  highest  state  of 
efficiency. 

"I  believe  the  personnel  of  tire 
army  has  never  been  equaled,  and 
the  conduct  has  been  excellent, 
but  to  overcome  entirely  the  con- 
ditions found  here  requires  forti- 
tude born  of  great  moral  courage 
and  lofty  spiritual  Ideals. 

"Counting  myself  responsible 
for  the  welfare  of  our  men  in 
every  respect.  It  is  my  desire  to 
surround  them  with  the  best  in- 
jxjaaible.  In  the  fulflll- 
of  this  solemn  trust.  It 
seems  wise  to  request  the  aid  of 
churchmen  from  home.  To  tins 
end  It  is  recommended  that  the 
number  of  chaplains  in  the  army 
be  increased  for  the  war  to  an 
average  of  three  per  regiment. 
Men  selected  should  be  of  the 
highest  character,  with  reputa- 
tions well  established  as  sensible, 
practical,  active  ministers  or 
workers,  accustomed  to  dealing 
with  young  men." 
This  recommendation  was  ap- 
proved by  the  Secretary  of  War  and 
later  enacted  Into  law. 

Aviation  Problems 

Aviation  questions  demanded  un- 
remitting attention,  for  In  no  other 
service  was  un preparedness  so  evi- 
dent and  so  difficult  to  overcome. 
Apparently  there  was  earnest  effort 
at  home,  but  It  was  too  often  mis- 
directed. The  manufacture  of 
planes  was  very  uncertain,  partly 
because  of  indecision  as  to  types 
and  largely  through  Inexperience  In 
construction.  In  the  A.E.F.  differ- 
ences of  opinion  and  the  consequent 
lack  of  co-operation  among  avia- 
tion officers  upon  whom  rested  the 
task  of  organizing  and  training 
caused  confusion  and  loss  of  time. 

On  the  part  of  the  Allies,  espe- 
cially the  French,  lack  of  mechanics 
and  delay  In  procuring  motors  and 
material,  such  as  spruce,  had  given 
them  a  setback.  Due  to  these  con- 
ditions arid  their  own  lncre?sed 
programmes,  the  French  and  also 
the  Italians  were  unabl  •  to  take 
more  than  a  small  proportion  of 
our  1.500  flying  cadets  who  were  on 
the  ground,  and  who.  under  agree-

About  this  time  the  contract  for 
planes  we  had  made  in  August  was 
formally  abrogated,  the  French 
Government  being  unable  to  meet 
Its  conditions,  due  to  the  delay  in 
receipt  of  machine  tools  and  raw 
materials  from  the  United  States, 
a  possibility  which  had  been  fore- 
cast in  my  cables  to  the  War  De- 
partment. 

In  its  stead  we  later  made  an 
agreement  whereby  we  should  be 
dependent  upon  the  allotment  that 
might  be  made  us  according  to  the 
number  of  divisions  we  might  have 
in  France. 

Behind  Needs 

It  developed  a  few  days  later,  in 
conversation  with  General  Petaln, 
that  he  had  much  to  do  with  the 
decision  of  the  Minister  of  Muni- 
tions regarding  airplanes  for  u.s 
The  French  airplane  programme  at 
the  front  was  then  being  greatly 
enlarged,  due  to  the  Increased  air 
activity  on  the  part  of  the  Oer- 
mans.  It  also  appeared  that  after 
three  years  and  a  half  of  war  the 
combined  aircraft  production  ca- 
pacity of  the  Allies  was  behind  that 
of  the  Hermans.  Petain  was  afraid 
that  his  armies  might  run  short 
of  planes  and  had  Intervened. 

Petain  realised  our  situation,  but 
said  that  Is  was  necessary  to  con- 
sider the  needs  of  his  aviation, 
which  was  actually  employed,  be- 
fore making  provision  for  us.  He 
thought  that  by  the  time  we  should 
be  ready  to  put  our  troops  In  line, 
the  rate  of  production  could  be  In- 
creased so  that  we  might  have  our 
due  proportion.  It  was  my  con- 
tention that  the  French  manufac- 
turers should  be  allowed  to  fulfil 
their  contract  with  us.  so  that  our 
aviation  would  be  available  for 
rervlce  with  the  French  armies. 
But  Petain  thought  the  manufac- 
turers had  undertaken  more  than 
they  cculd  do.  and  that  the  output 
should  be  held  as  available  where 
most  needed. 

Thus  It  was  impossible  to  obtain 
assurance  or  any  fixed  number  of 
planes  until  later  on  when  the  Ae-

Train  in  England 

Early  In  December  I  signed  an 
agreement  with  Lord  Northcllffe.  of 
the  British  Air  Board,  that  we 
should  send  15.000  enlisted  men  to 
England  and  maintain  that  number 
in  training  In  their  aircraft  fac- 
tories and  air  service  stations.  This 
plan  proved  to  be  beneficial  to  both 
sides,  as  far  as  carried  out.  but  es- 
pecially to  ourselves.  In  providing 
us  with  trained  men  and  saving  us 
the  necesalty  of  establishing  extra 
schools  for  teaching  tham  our- 
selves. Due  to  the  nonshipment  of 
air  personnel  from  home,  we  lacked 
4.500  of  reaching  the  number  speci- 
fied, and  later  the  need  for  line 
troops  prevented  our  completing 
the  numi> 

When  Oeneral  Robertson  came 
for  the  conference  regarding  the 
shipment  of  troops  for  training  with 
the  British,  aa  mentioned  in  my 
diary,  we  began  to  discuss  the  de- 
tails of  the  disposition  to  be  made 
of  our  forces  which  might  be 
t  over  In  British  shipping.

In  ether  words,  the  Brit- 
ish had  shipping  to  transport  Amer- 
ican battalions  on  condition  that 
they  would  serve  tn  the  British  ar- 
mies. . 

Tiro  Proposals 

The  question  of  drafting  cur  men 
aa  individuals  was  mentioned,  but 
the  difficulties  of  discipline  and  the 
total  loss  of  their  1 -"entity  were  con- 
sidered insuperable  ob*  actions.  The 
British  really  proposed  two  plans 
— one,  suggested  by  Oeneral  Rob- 
ertson, which  contemplated  that 
our  bat'  lions  should  go  Into  their 
divisions  and  be  absorbed,  and  the 
other,  by  Field  Marshal  Halg.  un- 
der which  they  should  go  In  suc- 
cessively until  the  selected  British 
units  should  become  American. 
Oeneral  Robertson  said  that  unless 
we  could  furnish  man  power  to 
build  up  their  divisions,  their  was 
the  possibility  of  the  British  reach- 
ing such  an  exhausted  condition  by 
the  severe  fighting  in  prospect  that 
the  Allies  would  have  a  very  heavy 
task  In  winning  the  war. 

The  arguments  Oeneral  Robert- 
son advanced  clearly  Indicated  that 
the  British  were  playing  for  ad- 
vantage to  themselves  In  offering 
to  transport  our  troops — that  is. 
their  purpose  was  to  build  up  their 
own  units  instead  of  aiding  the 
cause  by  augmenting  t'  e  number 
of  complete  divisions  on  the  West- 
ern Front. 

The  question  that  naturally 
arose  In  my  mind  was  that  If  ton- 
nage was  available  for  this  purpose, 
why  had  it  not  been  offered  to  us 
some  time  before,  or.  Indeed,  why 
not  at  that  very  moment?  If  It  had 
been  we  could  have  brought  several 
rrlore  divisions  to  France  and  had 
them  prejared  to  go  into  the  line 
much  earlier  than  was  eventually 
possible.  And  It  Is  conceivable  that 
they  might  have  been  able  to  pre- 
vent the  disasters  that  came  to  the 
British  in  March  and  to  the  French 
in  May.  But.  of  course,  the  offer 
was  made  primarily  in  order  to 
build  up  their  units  with  Amer- 
icans* The  British  were  not  think- 
ing in  terms  of  an  American  army 
at  all. 

However,  as  General  Robertson's 
proposal  would  enable  us  to  increase 
our  strength  more  rapidly,  my  pre- 
liminary cable  to  Washington  re- 
porting the  conference  recom- 
mended that  it  be  given  considera- 
tion, and,  in  view  of  our  national 
attitude  regarding  service  with 
another  army,  that  if  approved  the 
plan  should  be  regarded  as  a  tem- 
porary measure  to  meet  an  emer- 
gency: that  as  soon  as  possible  the 
remaining  troops  of  our  divisions 
thus  temporarily  broken  up  should 
be  brought  over  and  the  units  re- 
assembled; that  division,  brigade 
and  regimental  commanders  and 
their  staffs  be  sent  with  their  In- 
fantry for  training  with  the  cor- 
responding British  units,  and  that 
the  lnfar'  -  be  taken  from  those 
divisions  that  would  not  otherwise 
be  transported  until  aftea  June. 

ISo  Interference 

The  arrangement  proposed  by 
Robertson,  if  adopted,  was  not  to 
interfere  in  any  way  with  our  pro- 
gramme for  bringing  our  troops  In 
our  own  tonnage  as  already 
planned.  My  cable  suggested  that 
we  should  insist  that  the  British 
Government  continue  to  provide  as 
many  men  for  their  armies  as  pos- 
sible, and  that  it  would  be  pertinent 
for  our  Government  to  inquire  Just 
what  the  Briti'i  Government  pro- 
posed to  do  to  keep  up  Its  forces. 
I  feared  that«ehould  we  make  this 
concession  the  tendency  would  be 
for  them  to  relax  and  let  the  bur- 
den of  keeping  up  their  man  power 
fall  on  us,  to  the  detriment  of  prep- 
arations for  building  up  our  own 
army  later  on. 

In  a  telegram  to  General  Robert- 
son later,  I  set  forth  the  report  of 
our  conversation  which  I  had  cabled 
the  War  Department  and  further 
stated  that  it  was  of  the  utmost 
Importance  that  the  British  Gov- 
ernment should  exert  every  energy 
to  keep  up  Its  man  power.  I  re- 
quested a  full  statement  from  him 
as  to  British  resources,  including 
the  men  then  available  and  to  be- 
come ao  during  the  year,  in  order 
that  we  might  have  ail  the  facts 
available  before  making  a  final  de- 
cision on  his  proposition. 

In  replv.  Oeneral  Robertson  sent 
me  the  following  data  in  a  letter 
dated  January  17:

"The  British  Government  has 
given  the  most  anxious  considera- 
tion to  the  question  of  the  main- 
tenance of  the  armies  In  the  field 
during  1918.  and.  by  making  every 
effort,  there  will  become  avail- 
able for  service  at  the  front 
449  000  men  now  under  training, 
plus  100.000  to  be  <  ailed  up  In 
addition  there  will  be  called  up 
100.000  men  of  lower  category  who 
are  not  fit  for  the  first  line,  plus 
130.000  lads  of  eighteen  years  of 
age.  who  will  not  be  available  for 
service  at  the  front  till  1919. 
Please  keep  these  figures  strictly 
secret- 
Nothing  further  was  done  toward 
an  agreement  until  a  \  ek  or  so
